When Mr. Van Buren ran for his
sacond term in 1840, the Democerstic
party scemed to be as thoroughly
united and almost as powerful as in
the days of Jackson. A small body
of conservatives, whose leaders had
held prominent positions in the
Democratic party, dissented from
Van Buren's financial measures.
They were denounced as “‘sore-
heads™ and “bolters,” and their in-
filuence laughed to scorn by Vau
Boren's supporters, Buat this body
of dissenters, though not conspicu-
ous for their number in any one lo-
cality, were widely ditfused (hrough
the country, and proved to be
strong enough in the clore Btates to
inflict & sigual defeat upon the Sage
of Lindenwald. 5o it was in 1844
when Clay ran aguiust Polk. ‘The
Liberty party nominated Birney ou
a pl'-ll!'ul'lll which, ten vears later,
was adopted as the creed of thenew
Hepublican organization. The Bir-
neyites gave only a small number o1
votes, but they cast some in locali-
ties where the great parties were
pearly equal, and especiully in New
York,; which took from Clay States
he would otbherwise buve carried,
and thus caused defest.
